THE 1'WEHIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 


The death of Vice President Wil- 


son ham led to a good doal of epocnlu- 
tion oonocruing tho lino of succession 
to tho Presidency in case President 
Grant should die boforo tho expiration 
of liis term; and the Chicago Times, 
with its usual inaccuracy, has told tho 
public that tho Constitution provides 
that tho IIouso ol'.Representatives shall 
clcot a successor, This ia sheer and in- 
excusable ignorance, Tho Constitution 
simply prescribes (Art II., C,) that in 
case of vacancy in tho officon of both 
President und Vice President, "tho 
Congress muy by law . . . . pro- 
vide what officer shall then not ai 
President." 
Congress has provided by 


law (Revised Statutes, Chap, I, Soo. 
140,) as fallows; 


In cnsc of removal, death, resignation, 


or limblllty of both tlio President Mid 
Vlco President of tho United State-i, the 
President of tho Sonato, or, If thoro is 
none, then tho Speaker of tlio IIouso of 
Kciprosentiitlves, for tho time being, 
shall not as President nntiltlio disability 
U I'omjvod or a President elected.

The attending 
physician perceived that the child bud 
all the symptoms of diphtheria except- 
ing the \ formation of a membrane IE 
the throat. But such it membrane was 
formed on the back of each thumb, 
where the skin bad been broken. Those 
wore removed, but others soon took 
their places. An examination 
under 


the microscope showed that these mem- 
branes were exactly similar to those 
formed in the tbroat of the child's sis- 
tor, who died lately of diptheria. The 
subject of this wonderful development 
has nearly recovered. Thp question now 
arises whether diphtheria is wholly « 
disease of the throat and organs of ro- 
spirutjon.

ecr of al1 others in the scale of liberty. 
Vhilo tho gospel era was to put the
